5 (© A campaign finance report prescribed by this subtitle for the campaign
6 finance entity of a candidate isrequired whether or not:

7 (1) the candidate files a certificate of candidacy;

8 (2 the candidate withdraws, declines anomination, or otherwise ceases
9 to be a candidate;

10 3 the candidate's name appears on the primary ballot; or

11 4 the candidate is successful in the election.

12 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
13 October 1, 2003.
